Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Port  Health  Authority  for  the  year  i953. 

The  Report,  which  is  in  abridged  form,  has  been  prepared 
in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  instructions. 

In  this  year,  over  five  million  tons  of  shipping  entered  the 
Port  and  more  than  a million  passengers  landed;  of  these  roughly 
one  quarter  were  aliens. 

No  case  of  quarantina ole  disease  occurred  in  vessels  arriving 
at  the  Port  though  several  other  infectious  diseases  vvere  dealt 
with  and  particulars  of  these  are  as  stated  in  Table  D of  this 
Report . 

The  hygiene  of  ships  continued  to  be  satisfactory,  no  sanitary 
defects  having  to  be  recorded  in  respect  of  any  British  or  foreign 
vessel  during  the  year. 

Imported  foodstuffs  inspected  on  arrival  amounted  to 
4I5763  tons,  an  increase  of  over  12,000  tons  on  imports  for  the 
previous  year;  barely  two  tons  had  to  be  rejected  as  unfit  and 
were  destroyed. 


I have  to  thank  the  Officers  of  H.M.  Customs  and  Immigration 
Departments  and  all  other  Departments  concerned  for  their  help 
and  co-operation  throughout  the  j^ear.
